1. FIVE MAN NORTH KOREAN ” GOODWILL” MISSION LED BY DEPUTY 
FOREIGN MINISTER KIM UN KWAN ARRIVED APRIL 21 FOR EIGHT DAY 
STAY " TO STUDY TRADE POSSIBILITIES AND TO STRENGTHEN FRIENDLY 
REALATIONS BETWEEN THE TWO COUNTRIES." OTHER MEMBERS INCLUDED 
DIRECTOR OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS PAK KWAN JONG, VICE- DIRECTOR OF 
FOREIGN AFFAIRS KIM TAE AYONG, CHIEF OF SECTION FOREIGN 
AFFAIRS HAN JIM HEN AND FOREIGN AFFAIRS OFFICIAL YUN KI UN. 

2. ACCORDING TO FONMIN RAMPHAL, PRIME MINISTER WAS NOT 
ANXIOUS TO SEE NORTH KOREANS LEST THEY AGAIN OPEN UP QUESTION 
OF ESTABLISHING PRESENCE HERE. THEY WERE INSISTENT, HOWEVER, 

AND REJECTED FACE- SAVING PROPOSAL FOR A BRIEF, PRIVATE 
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MEETING DURING APRIL 26 PRC RECEPTION. BURNHAM FINALLY 
ACCEPTED COURTESY CALL AT THE RESIDENCE FOLLOWING THE 
RECEPTION. AS HAD PREVIOUS GDRK GROUPS, NORTH KOREANS 
MAINTAINED CLOSE CONTACT WITH PRC REPS THROUGHOUT THEIR 
STAY. MISSION RECEIVED MINIMUM PRESS ATTENTION AND 
DEPARTED WITHOUT APPARENT RESULTS. 

3. COMMENT: NORTH KOREANS HAVE BEEN PERSISTENT, PERHAPS A 
BIT TOO EAGER AND TEND TO OVERLY LONG STAYS. THIS THIRD 
MISSION TO GUYANA IN YEAR. SHORTLY AFTER PRC OPENED PERMANENT 
TRADE MISSION IN GEORGETOWN, INITIAL FOUR MAN TEAM APPEARED 
IN APRIL LAST YEAR FOR TWO AND HALF WEEK VISIT TO PROPOSE 
TRADE AND AID ACCORDS AND RESIDENT TRADE MISSION AS STEPS 
TOWARD EVENTUAL FULL RECOGNITION ( REF A). SECOND EIGHT MEMBER 
DELEGATION HEADED BY FINANCE MINISTER GYONG RYON ARRIVED IN 
AUGUST IN TWO GROUPS FOR PERIOD REPORTEDLY TOTALING SOME TWO 
AND HALF WEEKS. FOUR MAN " ADVANCE PARTY” HERE DURING NON-
